5. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of a lens arrangement and a 
method for device manufacture having the claimed structure and claimed limitations of the 
independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be 
improper. 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, prior art fails to disclose a deflection lens device for 
providing a field having a deflecting effect on the imaging particles in a region of the 
intermediate image area. Therefore, the claimed invention is considered to be in condition for 
allowance as being novel and non-obvious over the prior art. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Dauksher et al. (U.S. Patent 6,355,384), Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent 6,090,527), 
Yamazaki et al. (U.S. Patent 5,849,437), and Braat et al. (U.S. Patent 6,280,906) disclose 
electron beam and particle projection systems.
